First: Above all else a Director 

should always remember he is elected 
by members of the division to represent 
them and their views at the board meet- 
ings. Their wishes should be presented 
and fought for regardless of what might 
arise. He should not be swayed by any 
outside influence or personal feelings, 
by commercial pressure or friendship* 
A director is merely a spokesman for 
the division and should act in that ca- 
pacity. 

Second : Having voted and presented 
the views of his constituents, the di- 
rector should not only allow, but should 
insist, that the minutes of the board 
meetings be made public ver batum and 
not mere “excerpts' 1 from the meetings. 
All meetings should be attended by a 
stenographer and the minutes sworn to 
by the officers before a notary public* 
Copies of these minutes should be made 
available to dubs and other members 
upon payment of printing and mailing 
costs. 

Third: There should be a direct, im- 
mediate, definite action taken by the 
League towards either widening the 
present crowded popular bands, namely 
the 80-40-20 meter bands, or the acquir- 
ing of more bands in that immediate 
vicinity. 


Fourth: An attempt should be made 
to give the phone men a band for phone 
alone. There they could operate with- 
out the QBM of CW. The CW men 
should likewise have a similar privilege. 

Fifth: There should be an honest, 
comprehensive, constructive study made 
of expenses of the league with the idea 
in mind of greater economies. This 
study should be extended to all depart- 
ments and should be made public upon 
completion. This Is not to act as a 
disruption of the League but as means 
to betterment. 

Sixth: A Director should be active 
in attending conventions, hamfests and 
all other meetings as far as possible. 
He should be reasonably free from 
business connections so that he can do 
this. He should show no partiality as ^ 
to location of meetings or what group 
sponsors them. 

Seventh: A Director should be ac- 
tively on, the air each day and should 
try to work all the men in his division 
he possibly can. He should not be a 
“one band” man nor a man who will 
work only a chosen few. 

Eighth : A director should realise the 
responsibilities of his office and should 
devote to it the time it requires. He 
should always attempt to find ways and 
means of improving amateur radio as 
a whole and should strive toward the 
creating of good feeling and fellowship 
within the League.

Yours for the reading. 


Sani-FIush, a commercial product, 
used for cleaning dirty toilets, will 
quickly remove the corroding from cop- 
per tubing. 

All types and makes of tubes will last 
longer if the rated filament and plate 
voltages are not exceeded. (Exclusive 
PC DUNK NEWS scoop). 

A burned out or broken meter should 
be removed from the circuit. It is mis- 
leading and will cause you to think 
something is wrong with your circuit. 

Dust out your transmitter and re- 
ceiver every day. Fine dust particles 
cause wear and tear on variable con- 
denser bearings and tube pins. 

Word your transmissions so that 
letters having the f fewest number of 
dots and dashes will be used the most. 
It requires three times the amount of 
power to transmit the letter T than it 
does to send the letter E. This brainy 
procedure will be reflected in your 
monthly light bill. 

If lightning strikes the transmitting 
antenna it wall be necessary to rebuild 
the whole transmitter. 

Here is an excellent set of cases 
wherein valuable advice and assistance 
was given by the technical committee of 
the EGYPTIAN RADIO CLUB. 
W9RCQ of East St. Louis, III., could 
not get a 210 tube in his buffer stage to 
light. The ERC committee was called 
in and after checking the filament sup- 
ply and wiring to the tube terminals 
and finding it OK, it was decided that 
the filament of the ten was burned out. 
W9LGT of Alton, 111., could not draw 
sparks from the tank of his final stage. 
The committee discovered that Doc was 
using a small piece of bakelite rod that 
he had mistaken for a pencil The com- 
mittee gave him a lead pencil and his 
trouble was solved.
